The meeting was held 
here by previous agreement. The 
stockholders and creditors had prac- 
tically agreed upon a plan of reorgani- 
zation before coming here, and had em- 
powered their representatives to act 
for them in case Receiver Crank de- 
cided the plan to be practicable, and 
agreeable to the California interests 
which he represented. Mr. Crank 
made a complete exhibit of the opera- 
tions of the cable road under his re- 
ceivership, and the showing 
cepted by the stockholders and credi- 
tors a6 an exceptionally encouraging 
one. 

The conference was earnest but har- 
monious, and resulted in an agreement 
to reorganize the company, retire all 
obligations, and _ issue 
stock in the reorganized company. 

The efficiency of the whole plant isto 
be improved; and all of the horse-car 
lines converted into electricroad.

IRON AND COAL RESOURCES. 


A Party of Eastern Experts Uxamining 
Deposits on the Coast, fr 
Sax Franersco, Sept. 10.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Robert Ramsey, Su- 
perintendent of Frick & Co.'s great 
mines and coke worksof Connelisville, 
Pa,and Robert Bentley, secretary of 
the Ohio Iron and Steel Company of 
Youngstown, O., arrived here last 
night. They compose one of three 
prominent eastern parties for exploring 
the Pacific Coast tolook upthe coal, 
coke and iron resources with a view of 
manufacturing coke, pigeironand steel. 
One of these parties has been in Cal- 
iforni@ for sometime, the other ds in 
the Northwest and. Secretary Bentley 
and Superintendent Ramsey: have just 
arrived from ,the North, after three 
weeks’ careful inspection there. They 
visited all the big coal mines of 
Washington and Oregon and also 
inspected the iron mines. They 
have collected several hundred pounds 
of iron ore and forwarded it east to be 
tested. They are here now to ascertain 
what California’s coke and iron re- 
sources are and to learn whether the 
establishment of a great iron and steel 
manufactory would be warranted here. 
‘““‘We have looked over the country,”’ 
said Supt. Ramsey, ‘‘from Fairhaven 
down. We have found good coking coal 
from Wilkinson's mines, Puget Sound. 
As to iron, we are not certain, for our 
tests are not completed. Our investi- 
gations are not yet- sufiicient to say if 
there isasupply of Bessemer ore, but 
we think therfe is. Weare satisfied that 
the Pacific Coast has coal to manufac- 
ture good coke.”’

Outrages of Labor Unions. 


The San Francisco Abend-Post has 
for some past been waging a war 
against the tyranny of labor unions. 
That journal adduces proofs to show 
that the modern labor movement, as 
engineered by men who labor only with 
their mouths, far from being a move- 
ment for freedom and justice to the op- 
pressed, tends toward oppression and 
enslayement and toward’the dAnnihila- 
tion of individual rights, not for the 
benefit of all, but of a few. professional 
‘agitators, who, even where they do not 
obtain financial adgantages, always pro- 
cure great power, which they may use 
at any moment, and which they have 
been using on many occasions merely 
for their own selfish interests. As soon 
as the unions made it their aim to at- 
tack others and used the strength they 
had obtained for aggressive purposes, 
they became dangerous centers of con- 
spiracy against social order. Their 
own members were forced to take part 
in a war of depredation, of which their 
own consciences disapproved. The 
Abend-Post says: 

Most of the modern labor unions 
longer unions for the benefit of the labor- 
ing men who belong to them. They are 
fighting companies, led by professional 
agitators, who wage war against all those 
who possess property, and try to extort 
money from them either by blackmail or 
by ruining theirinterests. The members 
of, these fighting unions contribute to a 
general treasury, notso muchin order to 
help each other in cases of illness or mis. 
fortune as for the purpose of furnishing 
fighting funds to their leaders and means 
to.those laboring men who prefer enlisting 
in the anti-order army to earning their 
wages by labor and industry. 

There has arisen in modern times a lind 
of soldiery consisting mostly of idle young 
fellows, who are engaged by the agitators 
ata fixed pay for the purpose of fighting 
their battles for them against the proper- 
tied classes, and while the individuals of 
. the unions constituting this soldiery spend 
their time in idling about town and terror- 


circumstances are forced, 
or by predilection prefer, to earn wages 
through hard labor, have to surrender a 
very large percentage of their earnings in 
order to support those of their comrades 
who deserve nothing so little as the title of 
laboring men. 

To our merchants and industrial men, 
and to all who have invested money in our 
community, these hirelings in the war 
against established order form a great dan- 
ger, because they produce an unsettled 
state of affairs in our industries, which 
renders business transactions impossible, 
and only an organization among business 


4 men themselves will be able to render their 
‘| plots aimless. 


A danger just as great, 
howe er, they constitute to the honest la- 
boring ,men themselves, who no longer 
venture to follow their own opinion, have 
to submit to tyrannical dictates against
